A man with a vendetta against 
an Annapolis, Md., newspaper 
fired a long gun through the 
newsroom’s glass doors and at its 
employees, killing five and in- 
juring two others Thursday in a 
targeted shooting, according to 
police. 

The identities of all of the

victims were not known, but the 
attack likely is the deadliest in- 
volving journalists in the United 
States in decades. 

Local police said the Capital 
Gazette was targeted in the 
Maryland incident that prompted 
heightened security in news- 
rooms around the country. 

Police, who arrived at the 
shooting scene within a minute 
of the reported gunfire, appre- 
hended a single gunman found 
hiding under a desk in the news- 
room, according to the county’s 
executive. 

The suspected gunman, who 
authorities have not yet identi-

Journalist killed in Maryland 
had deep South Florida ties

Rob Hiaasen, killed dur-

A political war over replacing 
Justice Anthony M. Kennedy roared 
to life in Washington Thursday 
morning, just hours after the Su- 
preme Court announced a retire- 
ment that could re- 
shape the country’s 
judicial future. 

Democrats and 
liberal advocacy 
organizations face 
enormous challenges 
if they hope to pre- 
vent President Don- 
ald Trump and the 
Republicans from 
installing a conservative justice who 
would shift the ideological balance 
of the court for generations. 

Trump has vowed to pick from a 
list of highly conservative jurists, 
and Republicans control the Senate, 
which can confirm the president’s 
choice by a simple majority. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky, the 
Republican leader, has vowed to 
move swiftly once Trump announc- 
es his choice.

Famed for protecting history, this city wants to bulldoze it 


m Coral Gables, a bastion of historic preservation, wants to demolish 
one of the city’s oldest standing commercial buildings for a parking 


lot, prompting an outcry.

Coral Gables is renowned for 
its devotion to architectural pres- 
ervation: The city even declared 
a home historic after someone 
bought it as a tear-down to halt 
its demolition and protect the 
Gables’ Mediterranean patrimo- 


ny. 


But now the leaders of this 
bastion of preservation are press- 
ing for the bulldozing of what 
some appalled activists contend 
is one of downtown Coral Ga- 
bles’ most significant remaining 
early commercial buildings - for 
use as a parking lot. 

And it’s causing quite a tizzy in 
the usually staid City Beautiful, 
where a building boom and a 
controversial makeover on its 


main shopping street already had 
some residents pondering wheth- 
er the Gables has lost its way. 

“It’s very short-sighted,” said 
Karelia Carbonell, president of 
the Historic Preservation Associ- 
ation of Coral Gables, whose 
last-ditch social-media charge to 
stop the 95-year-old building’s 
pending demolition has prompt- 
ed a groundswell of public out- 
rage. “This building is older than 
city hall. Before anything, this is 
one of the originals.
